| ForFiiſt, Thee Feſuits are Confeſſors to the greateſt part of the Nobility thorow- 
out all Roman Catholick States, Nay, and the better to attend them,they will not admit ' 
poor men, or poor Women to their Confeſſions; but rather aim to be Confcſſors to Prin- | 
ces themiſclves. So that by this Courle it is eaſie for them to' penetrate every D-lign,every 
Reſolution, and Inclination, as well of Princes, as of Subje&:; of all which they (u3den!y 
inform the Father General, or his Alliftants in Rome, Now ariy man that hath the lea} mea-. 
ſure of unceritadning may eaſily p:rceive what a prejudice they bring to Princes bythis ' 
device, when only their own Intereſt ſijrs them to that, to which (as to their laſt end) 
they dire& all their Endeavour. : | 
Secondly, whereas fecrecy is a proper and unſeparable Accident , which ſo accomp1- | 
nicth the preſervation of a State, that without it, the Ruin of a State mutt nzeds follyiy : 
Therefore all Princes are moſt rigorous againſt thoſe who diſcover their S:crets, puniſh- 
ing them as the Enemies both of tiem and their Countrey. And as on the other tide, to. 
underſtand the deſigns of other Princes, makes a man more cauteloas, and mare apt to | 
difcern his own State 3 and therefore they uſe to ſpend no ſmall ſum of money, in the 
maintaining of Embaſſadors and Intelligencers z yet are oftentimes deceived too in 
their Relations. But the Feſwits ( that i) their Father General and his Ailifiarts, as ' 
well by the Confeflions and Conſol::tions which their Correſpondents do make, reading | 
In all Chicf Cities of the Chriſtian World, as by means of their other Adher2nts, of whom | 
we ſhall diſcourſe hereafter, are molt fincerly and punQually advertiſ.d of all Determina- | 
tions,that are concluded in the molt ſ:cret Councils: So that they better know (a moſt J all 
the Power,Poſfefſions, Expences and D:ifgns of Princes, than the Princes thuinſelvus; nd 
that without any other expence than the Carriage of Letters; the which notwithftanding 
in Rome alone (as theMafters of ti:e poits relate to us) arifeth to SixtygSeve. ty, Eightyzird 
oft times to an hundred Crowns of Gold for one Countier. So that they knowing (9 ©x2» 
Aly the Aﬀairs of all Princes, do not only dimi-ih their credit among themſelves, but 
wound their Reputation both with other Princes and with thzir own Sabjets;depreiting 
or advaneing their State at their pleaſurcz and that ſo much tac 22fier,becaufc by the fame 
way of Conteſtions and conſultations, they enter into the very Scc:ets of the p:oples fuuls; | 
knowing who ſtands well affcced to the Prirce, and who reſts diffati:hicd ; fo that by. 
theſe Relations which they . have of State-Afﬀairs, they may eafily fow Diſcord among 
Princes, occaſion a Thouſand ſealouſfics, and by their inſight into the SubjzRs affection , .

Whence we muſt conclude,that the Intereſt of S:ate doth not comport, that any Prince 
ſhould Confefs Himſelf; much lefs that ke ſhould permit any of kis Confidents, F.1-nds , 
Secretaries, Councellors, or other his Chick Miniſters, to confeſs them'elves | 
to perſons that attend £f» diligently to (py out matters of State , and to fcrve 
themſelves ofthis means, to infinuate ir-ty» the Favour of Princes; ſince there is this day no 
want of Religious Perſons, mcn both for life and Learning, to be regarded equally with 
the Juſuits; whom in this kind they may employ; and who attend nothing bat the govern»

The ſecond fort is , of men alone ; but thoſe as well Prieſts as Liy men yet ſuch as 
live a Sccular life, aad ſuch as oft-times by the mediation of the Jeſuits, obtain-pentions, 
Church-liviags , Ab.y3 , and other Revenues: but theſe make a Vow to receive a habit 
of the Snciety at the pleaſure cf the Father General; and therefore they are called Fes 
ſuits in Voto : and by the libours of theſe men , the Jeluits wonderfully avail themſelves 
in the Fabrick of theic Monarchy. For they maintain in all Kingdoms and Provinces , 
in all Courts of Princes, and pallaccs of great M:n, Cach of the(e as ſhall ſerve them i 
a kind , which T ſhall declare unto you in he ſeventh point of this diſcourſe, - þ 

The third ſort of Jeſuits ars thoſe who remain in Mogaſtericsz & theſe are cither Preiſts; f 
Clerks , or Converts who becauie ac the firſt they came not from that profellion , may &., 
at the plcaſure of che Fathcr General be deprived of it, although of themſelves the have 
no power to leaves it. And theie being ſuch as have no Office cf importance , for the 
moſt pzrt do limply obey in any thing that their Superiors command, ' 

Thefourth fo.tis of politic Jeſwirs, thorow whoſe hands paſſeth the whole Govern= , þ 
ment of Religion 3 and theſe ar: they , win being tempted by the Devil, with the ſame 
temptation that Crilt 1:2d in the Goſpel , He: omnia tibi dabos have accepted the Bar- \

Moſt itupendious andimpenetrable is the Art that in this kind 
they uſe; which though it cannot by me be perfectly deſcribed, yet may ir lively be Ge- . 
ſcryed by any Prince , who wili but youchlafe to read this little colich that give: f 
them; becauſe he will preſently refle&:1ipon what things have pali3 and as he ſhall undec- 
ſtand the truth ot my Diſconrle , calling to mind with whit Art things have been hand- 
led , he will difcover mo:e ofti.t . which wili ſeen firange and marve}lous unto him, . 
For not being content with this tj: cir ciofe Artifice by which they thruſt them'elves into 
the. Aﬀairs of the World, with eriwation that it is the only meansto atchieve that Mcs 
narchical Jurjsdiion at which they aim ; chey made ſupplication to Pope Gregory the ' 
Thirteenth. That fur the time to come he would publick!y tayour their projet: and ree 
preſemiing it to him under the publick Good of the Church, they required that he 


would ccmmand all his L:gates and Apoftolical Nuncios, to take to them every one fur 
- his companion and confident, ſome jeſuit, by whoſe counſel he ſhould be governed in all 


his Aﬀions, . 

Fourthly, By theſe cunning carriages, and their inſight into State-affairs,the chief Je- 
ſuits have gotten the love of many Princes,as well Temporal as Spiritual; which Princes 
they do perlwade, thai they have (aid and done many things for their good ; and theres 
upon have followed two weigh:ty inconveniences; Firft , Tt.ac abuſing che iriendſhip and 
goodneſs of thoſe Princes, they havenotcared to diſpleaſe maay private, bur otherwiſe 
rich and Noble Families; uſurpinfg the wealth of Widows, and leaving their Families in 
extrcam miſery; alluring totheir Religion, and to frequent their Schools, the moſt N 
ble Spirits; who if haply they ſhalifall outto be unable and unkic for their purpoe, un- 
der ſome hone pretext , they licenſe from their Society ; but withal lay hold of their 
Eftates , of which their Society z will needs be inveſted Heirs. In the mean time abſo- 
lutely excluding the poor from their Schools, directly againſt the- Orders of the fore-- 
named Father 7gnetivs ,and the intention of thoſe their Patrons, wha gave them 
their pcſſefſions 3 not that they ſhould ſerve their own intereft , but the Chriſtian 
Common» Wealth, I 

The ſecond inconvenicnce is, that theſe Jeſuits cunningly make the wor!d know the 
friendſhip and inwardneſs they retain with Princes; ſetting it forth a Jittle more than in. 
deed it js 5 to the end that they may gain the love of their Miniſters; and ſo procure, that 
all men ſhall recur to them for Favours. Thus they publickly brag , that they can make: 
Cardinals, Nuncio's , Lieutenants, Goveraouts, and other Officers : Nay ſome of them 
have plainly «ff.cmed, that their Generl could do more than the Pope himſelf : and 0+ 
thers have added , that it is better to be of that Order which makes Cardinals than to 
be a Cardinal. And theſe things they divulge ſo publickly, that there is not any man who 
familiatly converſeth with them, to whom they relate not theſe or ſuch like things. 

Fifthly, having laid the grou::d-work ofthis their pracice in State , they pretend a 
power to raiſe or ruin whomfoever they pleaſe 3 and indeed making uſe of Religion 0n- 


ly for a Cloak, whereby they may gain credit , they many times attain their ends. But 


when they propound any man unto the Prince for preferment , they never make choice

| Sixthly , as the maſter of a Galley , when he perceives a good gale fair for his Voyage, 
| . but with once whiſtling makes al] the Galley ſlaves fall to their Oares, and firetch them 
| bcfore the V.ſſcl : ſo when in the dyes and aſſemblies ( which theſe Fathers continually 
make by their Gezeral and his Affiſtance in Rome ) they conclude it fit for their turn , 
that ſome one perſon ſhould be prumoted to dignity the Father Gexeral ſignifies ſo miuch 
to all thoſe that reſide cl{ewhcre 3 and ali thoſe with one conſent at an inſtant j'yn all j 
their forces to make him attain that honour which they intend himzand he ſh1uld b: very & 4 
ungrateful,if after wards, in ailOccurrencesghe ſhould not ſerve the Feſuits with the like zeal 
' that they preferred him. And becauſe fuch aMan nay many ſuchMen(for many dependants 
' in this Kind the Feſuits have) hold themſclves more obliged to the Feſuits than to their 
: Prince, of whom they have received therr Honour and Greatneſs; therefore they ſerve the 
'» Jeſuits with a great r Aﬀection than the Pricce himſelf, Thus they d.lude their Princes, 
' ; who imagining they have gota truſiyServant,have only made way for a ſpy of the Jcſuits; 
. of whom they often times ſerve themielves to the damage of that Prince, who. advanced 4 
him. I could with manifeſt examples confirm this my difcourſe, if daily experience and 
common faine were not a ſufficient confiimation to it. But not to make my ſelf over 
* redious, I willpaſs to ſome other things, cor.cluding that this happily is the cauſe why 
| the Icſuits are wont to callthcir Religions A Grand Monarchy; as it they governed all Prin- 
ces & their Miniſters at their pleaſine, And itis not long fince that one of the chief of 
them, being publickly to treat with an illuſtrious Prince, in the Name ofthe ſociety, 
' he began with theſe words full of A:irugancy, and groundcd upon a conceit of their 'F: 
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Monarchy; Our ſociety hath always maintained gocd intelligence with your Grace, &c. 
 Seventhly, theſe Fathers take great pains, to Jet the world know, that all thoſe who 
' are any way in eſtimation with their Prince, have bcen their favourites, and born up by 
_ their hands 5 fo that by this means they are more Patrons of the SbjeCts affections, than 

the Piince himſelf, And this isa notable Prejudice unto the Prince; as well becauſe no 

:e.ſon of State doth comport, that Religious perſons, fo 'ambitious and politick, ſhould be 

fo far Patrons of the will of the Miniſters, that whenſoever they pleaſe, thcy can cauſe . 

Treaſon andDeſtructions. As allo that by this means, that is by the mediation of the Mi- | 

niſters their Adherents, they induce into the Prirces Szrvice, eitherfor Counfcllors or Se x 

cretarics, ſor; of thoſe Jeſuits in Veto, of whom I diſcourſed before, And theſe again pro. 7 

cure the Prince to entertain ſome Jeſuit for his Conftiſor or Preacher. And thus all theſe 

together, do ſerve as Iatelligencers to the Fatber General, to whom thcy render an exact 
account cf all that paſſeth in the mok ſecret Courcils. Whence it proceeds, that many

For amongſt them non: are preferred to any Office of importance, but only thoſe 
(whom they know prone to Advance their Society to thatheight of Greatneſs to whic'y 
they Aſpire; and conſequently, none but ſuch as are known to be ſufficient in the Manag- 
ing of Statc-Afairs. \ : 

Ninethly , As from divers Flowers , and Herbs ; by mcans ofa Limbick, a man 
may diawſuch an Oyntment, as is tit to Hcal a mortal Wound s And as from ſev:ral 
bloſſoms Bees ſuck honey, ſo theſe Jeſuits, from the Infallible Relation which they have 

_ of al) Princes Afﬀairs, and of all accidents that do happen in every State, by the Politick 
power of their own diſcourſe, they Extra& from them their own Commodity, whiTh is 
the only Remedy to cure that their Abominable wound of Covetouſneſs and Ambition , 
and they compoſe a certain art of their own-Protit, by which they obtain their ownends, 
as wcl! from the good of ſome as hurt of others, but more often from the latter, than the 
former, 

Thus they uſually ſhackle wth their Fetters, that Prince, into whoſe Secrets they have 
Ciept: propounding to him that they have the only & moſt Exccllent means to make him 
the Maſlicr of his Detires z but when by this means they have drawn their own pur: 
pofes irem him, contidering that the too ſwelling Greatneſs of that Prince may one day 
prove prejudicial unto themz as Lawyers do their Cauſes, they prolong as-much as they 
can, the ſucccis ut that affiirz and afterwards by politick plottings and various Juglings, 
they utterly Ruin thoſe deſigns to which they had given a beginning. 

The League of Fraice, Treated and Concluded by them, not long aſter they aban- 
doned, when they ſaw things proſper on the Kings ſide: And Exgland,fo often promiſed by 
them to the Spanzards, yet in ſuch manner performed: ſo confirms this my diſcourſe, that 
there nee is nv farther Prot. 

Tcirthly, From wiat hath been already ſaid, it neceſſarily follows, That the Jeſuits have 
re 200d intentions towards any Prir.ce whatever, either Temporal or Spiritua'z but only 
{:,ve chem fo far as they may ſcrve their own turnes. | 

Nay, I: followeth yet farther, That no Prince, much lels any under Prelates, can make 
the like uſeof then.z becauſe they ſhew themſelves at the very ſame time equally affected 
toall; making them(clves Enghf with Engliſh-Men, French with French, Spaniards with 
Spaniardrz-and fo with all other Nations and Couatrics, accordirg as their Occafions re- 
quire; fzoim which they do intend to Extratt their profit, They have no regard to the” 
prejudice of one, more than of another; and thercfore, thoſe Enterpr'z:s, in which they 
have intcrtneddicdy have ſe}dom times ſucceeded wellz becauſe: they have no purpole to 
ſerve, farther than their own Intcrcfts dictates to therng And in this, the Artifice which 
they uſe, is moti Notorious, Some of them faining th:mſelves to be partial to the Crown 
of France , others to Spain, others to the Emperour, ard ſome to other Princes, of whom 

they de re tobe moſt tavoured: And if any of theſe Princes pleaſe to make uſe of ſome Fe- 

ſuite, whom he holds for hi:Contident Friend, he immediat'y writes to t! e Father General 

of the affair, which he hath to treat or; and expe&s his Anſwer, together with Order. 
what he ſhall! doz and conformable tothae Commitlion he Ruies himſe't ;. Never re- 
garding, whether that Order be Corformable to the Inteation of the Przace, who come 
mits the Care of tha' Aﬀir tol;jim, Bur if the Society be ſcrvedy he takes little care what 
ſ>xpvicc he doth for ti e Princes , 


B ſides this, becauſe the Jeſuites underfiand the Intereſt of a'l Princes, and: are molt

Now as there would follow a great inconvenience, if that part which was laſt formed 
by Nature, as an inſtrument to ſer ve che reſt that were more Noble, ſhould attra& unto 
it ſelf, all the pureſt Blood and Vital Spirite, becauſe this I ſay, were the way utterly to 
difſolve the whole; (o it is as inconvenient, that the Religion of the Feſwits planted into
